The Statement then goes on to deny 
alleged statements coming from the 
United Mine Workers. It is alleged 
that tin- scale of wages has nirt been 
reduced in over 20 years, notwith- 
standing the numerous periods of 
bttSlnesi depression and repeat- 
ed reductions in the soft coal 
mining regions, but. on the oth-
